Ka miner's device consists of a large 


galvanized iron ease with drawers to 
serve as receptacles for shelled corn, 
each drawer having a capacity of half 
n bushel. On the top and on four sides 
of the case is plac<Hl common moss, 
such as may be gathered in the woods. 


The moss is three inches thick and is 


compressed so as to form a buge 
sponge lor the retention of water. It is 
thoroughly dampened, and in th\l3 
moist atmosphere the corn begins to 
sprout almost immediately. 


In four days the hard grain is con- 


verted into a mass of tender sprouts, 
fed by the softened pulp. It is then 
ready for feeding to live stock or poul- 
try. The claims made for this process 
are: 


It increases the weight by the growth 


of the grain up to 100 per cent, ren- 
ders the grain wholly digestible and 
nutrith e, brings to the grain by chem- 
ical changes valuable food elements 
not otherwise obtained, aids digestion 
of other foods with which the grown 
grain comes in contact, supplies the 
best tenic that can be given to animals, 
converts corn, the great stock feeding 
material, into tlie Ideal food for poul- 
try and all young growing stock and 
supplies at all seasons of the year a 
food to all animals which is the equiv- 
alent of the nutritious pastures of sum- 
mer—Chicago Special to Philadelphia 
Ledger.

"In 18S1. while resident on Gazelle 


peninsula; the northern portion of the 
magnificent Island of New Britain, in 
the south Pacific. I had many oppor- 
tunities of witnessing both cockatoos 
tmd wild pigeons drinking salt water. 
I was stationed at it place called Ka- 
baira. the then -farthest out" trading 
station ou the whole island, and as I 
Lad but little work to do I found 
plenty of time to study bird life In the 
vicinity. Parrots of several varletle*. 
all of beautlfnl plumage, were plenti- 
ful, and great nock* of white cocka- 
tu>s frequented the rolling, grassy 
downs which lay between iny home 
»nd the German bead station in 
Blanche bay. twenty miles distant, 
while the heavy frost of the littoral 
wag the haunt of thousands of pigeons. 
These pigeons, though not so large as 
the Sainoau or eastern Polynesian bird, 
formed an agreeable change of diet for 
us white traders, and by walking about 
fifty yards from one's door half a 
dozen or more could be shot to as 
many minutes. 


"My nearest neighbor was a German, 


and one day when we were walking 
along the beach toward his station I 
noticed some hundreds of pigeons fly 
down from the forest, settle on the 
margin of the water and drink with 
apparent enjoyment The 'harbor at 
this spot being almost landlocked and 
the water as smooth as glass :and with- 
out the faintest ripple, the birds were 
enabled to drink without wetting their 
plumage. My neighbor, who had lived 
many years in New .Britain, told me 
that this drinking of sea water was 
common to both cockatoos and pigeons 
alike, and that on some occasions the 
beaches would be lined wUa them, the 
cockatoos not only drinking, but bath- 
ing, and apparently -enjoying them- 
selves greatly. During -the uert six 
months, especially when'-the -weather 
was calm and rainy, I frequently no- 
ticed pigeons and cockatoos come to the 
salt water to drink. 


"At first I thought that as fresh 


•water in many places bubbled 
up 


through the sand at low tide the birds 
were not really drinking the sea water, 
but by watching closely I distinctly 
saw theih walk across these tiny run- 
nels without making any attempt to 
drink. Then, too, "--the -whole of the 
Gazelle peninsula Is cut iip by count- 
less streains 'of water, and rain falls 
throughout the year as a rule. What 
causes this unusual habit of drinking 
sea water? Another peculiarity of the 
New Britain and'New Ireland pigeon 
is its fondness for the chill pepper 
berry. During three months of the 
ytar, when these berries-are ripe, the 
birds' crops are full of them, arid often 
their Sesh is so pungent and. smells BO 
rftroiigly of the chili as to 'be quite un- 
eatable."—Chambers' Journal.

vuuiugeous matches for their -daugh- 
ters. The Iliudoos therefore find a 
aieauK of ridding tbi'Uiutlvojj of too 
muny daughters by luurderlujr them. 
it is a well known fwet that Hindoos 
vt high birth, those who are called 
lujpoots. caused their daughters to be 
l»nt to death after their birth by men 
specially engaged to do so. Tliis crim- 
inal custom had become so general 
that In 1S40 in the seventy-three vil- 
lages of the .Alhtbabud district there 
were only three girls under twelve 
years of age, and three years later Sn 
the town of Agra there was not one 
to be found under that age. All had 
been put to death. 


The English government has very 


naturally passed severe laws against 
this abominable crime, but to evade 
them the Hindoos allow their girls to 
live until the age of twelve, after 
which they do away with them by ad- 
ministering 
poison in small doses. 


Orientals are past masters In the art 
of -poisoning, and after some minute 
inquiries it transpires that in many 
districts twenty-five out of every hun- 
dred girls have been got rid of in this 
manner. Those girls who have been 
spared they marry very early, gener- 
ally between 
fourteen and fifteen 


years, and that not according to their 
own choice, but by the will of their 
parents, -which -is decisive. 


An Indian family of good rank 


could not keep an unmarried daugh- 
ter. It would not only be a public 
shame, but also a crime against reli- 
gion. To procure husbands for those 
who have not already found them 
there are a number of Brahmans, old 
and decrepit called Kulin Brabmans. 
who go about with the one object of 
going through the ceremony of the 
"seven steps" with as many young 
girls .as -they can -upon receipt of a 
large 'sum of money, but who after- 
ward leave the country and perhaps 
never see them again.— Pall Mull Ga- 
zette. 


,-KlNGS AND QUEENS. 


The king of England who could not 


speak the language of his kingdom was 
George I. 


In £he battle of Bosworth Field, 1485, 


a king "was killed (Richard III.) and a 
king was crowned (Henry VII.). 


The motto, "Dieu et Mon Droit," was 


first assumed by Edward III. of Eng- 
land when he took the title of king of 
France. 


"Your majesty" as a royal title was 


assumed in England in 1527 by Henry 
VIII. The title before that was "your 
grace" or "your highness" 'for the king 
or queen. 


William IV. was at the time when he 


succeeded to the throne the first Wil- 
liam of Hanover, the second William 
of Ireland- and the third William of 
Scotland. 


Henry YTII. was the first to assume 


the title of king of Ireland. The title 
king of Great Britain was assumed by 
James VI. of Scotland when he became 
James I. of -England. 


Bichard I. was the first to call him- 


self king of England. Every king from 
William to Henry II. called himself 
king of the English. The title was as- 
sumed "by Egbert, the first king of 
England^ In 828. 


King of France was a title borne by 


the monarchs of England for 432 years, 
and when Elizabeth became queen of 
England she was also "king of France," 
asserting ihat -if she could not be a 
queen she would be king.

' William the Conqueror did .not Intro- 
rfube swearing Into England, 'but lie 
brought with him a very forcible oath. 
TVilliam was accustomed to swenr "by 
tlie splendor of God," and on such oc- 
casions he combined with It the "ter- 
rible aspect of the eyes," which .always. 
took the place of swearing in the case 
of Sir Joseph Porter, K. <X B. Af£er, 
William's time the .rulers of •England. 
with possibly here and there an excep- 
tion, swore with great frequency and 
vigor. It is related that even Queen 
Bess, whose auburn locks did not belie 
a fiery temper, would break into a 
string of expletives that would rattle 
the royal windows and frighten -the 
^household and royal attendants from 
all sense of diplomatic recourse.— Lon- 
don Tatter.

for a single year, if desired, or it 
could continue- to hold them indefinite- 
ly."To be sure, the mines are private 
property, but coal is a public necessi- 
ty, and where a public necessity is 
cndangere.1 the federal government 
has ample authority to take action for 
relief. 


"Some ten years ago I introduced 


two bills in- congress providing that 
the government should acquire 
and 


operate the Carnegie and Bethlehem 
armor plate factories. At that time 
these companies were charging the 
government exorbitant prices for ar- 
mor plate and were delaying its pro- 
duction. If a war had been in progress 
do you suppose the government would 
be compelled to stand by unable to 
take action for its protection, just be- 
cause these armor plate factories be- 
longed to private citizens? 


"It is the saime principle that ap- 


plies in national necessity—necessity 
of the public comfort ami welfare. It 
would not be necessary for the govern- 
ment to pay the money down for the 
purchase of the mines. It might pay- 
on account for the coal -mined, or it 
c-ouM. if so desired, purchase 
the 


mines outright. The- purchase price 
could be arrived at by condemnation 
proceedings.

MAINE MAY USE PEAT. 


Swamps Of The Pine Tree State Car. 


Easily Furnish Fuel. 


A short time ago a movement was 


perfected in Lewiston, Me., to trans- 
form the enormous deposits of peat 
known as Farewell's bog, in Lewis- 
ton suburbs, into merchantable and 
desirable fuel. From advices at hand 
it locks as if the proposition were no 
vision or at all impracticable, says 
the Lewiston Journal. 


As recently as last September Pro- 


fessor G. M. Randall, in a lecture de- 
ivered at Augusta under the auspic- 
es of the Maine state 
topographical 


survey commission, sbx.-wed that the 
next step in economy is likely to be 
:he conversion 
of peat 
into 
mer- 


chantable fuel. A corporation has just 
been formed to -prosecute fuel com- 
position from peat. 
The 
company 


officials, through Professor 
Randall, 


make the following statement: 


•'We have succeeded in manufact- 


uring a fuel which for good reasons 
we call coal, because it contains the 
same elements that coal contains. We 
call it synthetical coal, because it is 
formed by synthesis. This coal has a 
heating value slightly superior to soft 
coal. 


"The first investigation for determ- 


.ning the calorific value of fuel was 
made in 1844 for the United States 
navy- At that time the importance of 
the findings was not appreciated as 
much as at present. On economical 
ines it is not possible to separate lab- 
oratory science from boiler room prac- 
tice. The observing practical engin- 
eer may determine the approximate 
amount of moisture -and ash on the 
rates, and the evaporative efficiency 


of a coal, but different boilers with 
lifferent drafts and different methods 
of stoking produce different effects 
with the saaie coal.- 


''The question which naturally aris- 


es in connection with the manufacture 
of.fuel is: Are 
constitutents 
suffi- 


ciently abundant in distribution to 
warrant an outlay of capital for ma- 
chin'ery, patents, &c.? In order to re- 
3ly to this we make reference to the 
United, States geological survey of 
nearly any year, and to many private 
surveys. It will be found that in ev- 
ery state in New England there are al- 
most inexhaustable bog of peat. Pos- 
sibly there is no article that has re- 
ceived so little thought and attention 
from practical men as has this valu- 
able material For instance, from the 
Massachusetts report of the geological" 
survey I quote: In nearly fifty towns 
of eastern Massachusetts, taken as 
a fair average of its quantity in other 
Lowns and other countries, it would 
follow 
that 
80,000 
acres, 
or 125 


square miles, are covered with peat. 
;iaving an average thickness of six 
'eet. This area and 
depUh 
would 


yield not far from 200,000,000 tons.' 


"Peat is -best handled from the bog 


3y a clam shell digger or dredge. It 
is then conveyed to a disintegrator, 
which separates all coarse 
material 


such as roots. From this disintogra- 
,or, it is conveyed to a press, where 


is reduced from SO jer cent of wa- 


:er down to 40 per cent. After leav- 
ing the press it goes through anoth- 
er disintegrator. Here lime is added 
in a way which wo have patented, 
which further efftcts drying, and the 
lime combines with the water in the 
peat. 


"From here tho peat is convoyed 


to a drier, which is a steel cylinder, 
varying in length according to the ca- 
pacity required—forty feet for a 100- 
ton plant. Tho poat is in the inter- 
ior of (ho cylinder through which hot 
air oironl.itcs, I'hns effecting drying 
down to 8 per cent to 10 
iK-r cent. 


From horo it is conveyed to a .pug 
mill, or mixing mill, protroleum, In 
which bituminous pilch is dissolved, 
is added. Hero it is thoroughly mixorT 
Then it. is convoyed to a largo recept- 
acle, from which it is discharged to 
the briquotting presses. These brl- 
qnottinc; presses arc simple mechan- 
ical doviofs, which make 
a

which is a short cylinder. We beliovo 
the best slmpe to bo about (wo and 
three-quarter inches in diameter and 
one and throo quarters inches long.

THE FRUIT PLETHORA. 


Rarely, if ever, has there been such 
superabundance of fruit 
as 
now 


abounds in the New England orchards. 
The limbs of the apple 
and 
pear 


trees hang heavy under the weight 
fo their enormous 
yield,

the 


ground beneath the trees is covered 
with the decaying droppings. In some 
localities fine apples may be had for 
the picking, and an offer of half a dol- 
lar a barrel for the fruit on the trees 
is eagerly accepted in the rural dis- 
tricts. Thousands of bushels are be- 
ing fed to the cattle and pigs, and 
the cider mills are glutted with raw 
material for the presses. It is a pity 
LO see such a large quantity of fine 
fruit going to waste.

to 


Dr. Hale, but the glutted condition of 
the orchards suggests that it might

Probably the truth lies sit u lueau of 


all these statements. I think it prob- 
able that the birds know the lo&s of 
thsir feathtrs renders them to a cer- 
tain extent helpless and more exposed 
to the attacks of their natural enemies, 
nnd they therefore le^ve the more open 
swatups and hide in the densest and 
most tangled thickets. It is certain 
that they scatter, for at this season 
single birds are found in the most un- 
usual and unexpected places. 


Years ago when shooting in Dutch- 


ess county, N. "ST., I knew one or two 
swamps, which wu called molting 
swamps, where in August we were 
sure to find a limited number of birds. 
TlH'se swamps were overgrown with 
rank marsh grass and were full o' 
patches of wild rose and sweetbrier, 
If we killed the birds which we found 
there, we were sure in a week or ten 
days to find their places filled by about 
the same number.— Outing.

Tlie "Wax Insect. 


Trees afford the birthplace and era 


die of the wax insect, scientifically 
called Cossus pela. In the early spring 
the bark of the boughs, and twigs be- 
comes covered with brown pea shaped 
scales, which can Le easily detached 
and which, when opened, reveal the 
flowery looking mass of minute ani- 
mals, whose movements can just be 
detected ^ the naked eye. In May 
and June, however, the scales are 
found to contain a swarm of brown 
creatures with six legs and two an- 
tennae each. Some of the scales also 
contain the white bag or cocoon of a 
small black beetle, which, if left undis- 
turbed, burrows into and consumes 
'the scales. Tlie Chinese say that this 
beetle eats the little wax insects, and it 
appears certainly the case that where 
the parasite is most abundant the 
scales fetch a lower price in the mar- 
ket.—Chambers' JournaL,

To teach a horse to shake hands, fas- 


ten a short strap to one fore foot below 
the fetlock. Then, standing in front of 
the horse and having the strap in your 
hand, say, "Shake hands." and irnnie- 
diatejy pull up his foot and take It in 
your hand. Then, still holding the foot, 
reward and caress him exactly as you 
would i* he had given it to you of his 
own accord. Keep repeating the oper- 
ation, being careful to reward him only 
while his foot is in your hand. He will 
very soon learn to give you his foot 
the moment you reach your hand to- 
ward it. 


To teach a horse to lie down at a 


word of command first select a good, 
smpoth piece of greensward, where he 
will not hurt himself. Harness lain 
with a surcingle and bridle and strap 
up his off fore foot. A common breech- 
ing strap is best for this, the short 
loop around his foot between the fet- 
lock and the hoof and the long one 
around his forearm. Fasten one end 
of avstrap to the near fore foot below 
the fetlock, pass the other end up 
through the surcingle and take it in 
your right hand and the bridle rein in 
your left hand. Push him slightly, and 
the moment he steps pull sharply on 
the strap. 


This of course will bring him to his 


knees. If he is a horse of any spirit, 
he will generally fight very pertina- 
ciously before he goes down; but, hav- 
ing the use of only his two hind legs, 
he soon becomes wearied and rests 
with his knees on the ground. Now 
pull his head toward you, and he will 
fall over the other way. 


Hold him down for some minutes, 


meanwhile speaking to him very sooth- 
ingly. Feed him lumps of sugar; in 
fact, make as much as possible of him 
while in this position. Then release 
him and repeat the lesson. He soon 
learns to lie down very readily, and 
then you can omit strapping his off 
fore foot. Later you can also abandon 
the use of the strap and surcingle by 
taking his near foot in your hand. 
Then you can accomplish the purpose 
by simply touching the near fore leg 
with your hand and finally by a mo- 
tion of your hand toward his leg.
